1. KHMER DELEGATION LED BY PRIM LONG BORET NOW IN BEIRUT AFTER 
HAVING VISITED JIDDA AND AMMAN IN EFFORT WIN GREATER ARAB 
SUPPORT FOR RKG POSITION AT UPCOMING 29TII UNGA. ALTHOUGH GOL 
OFFICIALS HAVE BEEN EQUIVOCAL IN TALKS HERE, PRIMIN'S VISITS 

TO JIDDA AND AMMAN MET WITH CONSIDERABLE SUCCESS, WITH KING 
FEISAL APPARENTLY SYMPATHETIC TO KHMER POSITION AND GOJ HAVING 
PROMISED SUPPORT AT UNGA AND ESTABLISHED DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS 
WITH RKG. IN RETURN, KHMER DEL'S EXPRESSIONS OF UNDERSTANDING FOR 
ARAB CAUSE HAVE BEEN WELL RECEIVED IN ALL THREE CAPITALS. 

2. PRIMIN BORET CURRENTLY IS THINKING OF ADDING TUNIS TO HIS ME
